Then we saw 
a collection of more practical dames examin- 
ing a novelty in the housekeeping line. A party 
of old fogies were standing together, stunneil at 
the progressiveness of the age.

ADDRESS OF TH08. 8. PHILLIPS 
nRFORE TUB KENTUCKY MECHANICS’ INSTITUTE. 

It has been said that this is a material age. I 
know not whether there is a reproach conveyed 
by this expression, though doubtless it may be 
intended. This is an age in which man, like the 
cloud compelling Jove, demonstrates his superior- 
ity over the material world. By ingenious con- 
trivances he subdues the elements, and they obey 
bis will. From the time the injunction was placed 
upon him, that in the sweat of his face he should 
eat bread, it became his duty to labor. No task 
was assigned him ; but this vast globe was given 
to him as a field in which to exercise bis genius — 
the triumphs of which are manifest in its applica- 
tion to the development of the material world. — 
In this age his course and works arc marked with 
progress, “a mighty improver of creation.” Na 
ture unvails to nim her mysteries through bis 
skill and labor —the flowers bloom with yet more 
beauty— the vine yields him teu fold— the barren 
plain becomes the fertils field which rewards him 
with the bounteous and gulden harvest — he turns 
the course of great rivers, cuts down the moun- 
tains, .Hnatches the lightning from heaven, and 
with it girdles the earth, linking nation with na- 
tion iu the bonds of amity and peace. From this 
it is argued that we neglect moral enterprise 
while absorbed in materiaT improvement. 

In no age have more heroic sacrifices been made, 
or more treasure expeuded fur educational purpos 
es, and the dissemination of religions truth. The 
intensely active generation which ha.s achieved so 
many mechanical triumphs, is thoroughly sensi- 
tive to every necessity which precede.* iuventiou. 
and which may ameliorate the condition of man. 
Its wonders ot mechanism arc only the more pal- 
pable of its accomplishments, a moral improve- 
ment follows every invention. Has a railroad- 
which brings distant portions of the country intoin 
liiuatc intercourse, which multiplies happy homes, 
where the wood and the prairie once lay in un- 
hroken solitude — which creates new towns, 
spniiging up la-side its iron path, like full armed 
•Minerva from the head of Jove, each a ceuter of 
intelligence — has it no moral bearing upon a 
community iu addition to its advantages as a 
physical convenience? Has the magnetic tele- 
graph, which still farther increases our means of 
eommunication, and which has just Hashed across 
the wide and wild .\tlantic, the blessed announce- 
ment “On earth peace and good will to men,” no 
other importance than a mechanical convenience? 
Has the sewing machine, which will takefrom ex- 
hausted and consumptive females a toil lo which 
they should never have been doomed, and which 
afforded them such meagre com{>ensation— ha.s it 
no moral influence in elevating women to that 
high position in society, where she becomes more 
the companion of man, atd where her mild and 
beneficent counsel may be heard to whisper peace, 
even to the troubled waters of a nation’s discon- 
tent? 1 conclude, then, that the reproachful a.s- 
sertioD that this is an age of mere materialities, 
arises from a superticiin view and savors of a 
sickly sentimentality, which does not belong to 
the nobler nature of man. 

.Again it is urged that the tine arts have not 
progre.ssed when compared with our progress in 
the mechanics. The argument i.s apparently 
plausible ; yet it is not a fair deduction tVom that 
t.ict, to say that there has been such neglect as to 
deserve criticism. The rise and progress of the tine 
art in Greece, and subsequently in Europe, is in- 
controvertible evidence that it is the work of time. 
Ill Greece the tine arts were the growth ot ages. 
Da-dalus is the earliest name which we can find 
upon the annals of Grecian art. Flight centuries 
elansed between his date and the time of 1’bvdia.s 
anil l’raxitele.s, when through the foster care of 
that munificent demagogue Pericles, it was per- 
frcted. In the eleventh century the Cathe«lral of 
Pisa is built in Europe. In the middle of the 
thirteenth, sculpture is revived, but not until the 
time of liorenzo, the magnificent, did it reach that 
culiniuating point from which we date the greet 
period of Italian art. It was not until the acces- 
sion of George the Third, that the arts nourished 
in Great Britain, when through his patronage in 
17C6, the Koyal Academy was built, ot which our 
couutrvman, West, wa.s the second president. — 
Though .scarce three ceuturies and a half have 
passed since our birth, and yet “a uatioii in the 
forest,” our progress in the arts i.s such as indi- 
raU-s a preeuiiueuce in this age. Powers, Craw- 
ford, Greeiiougb, Alston una a ho.st of others, 
have already shed an euduriiig luster upon our 
name. 

That mechanical progress of the age, which i.s 
so amazing lo contemplate, dates no farther hat-k 
than the steam engine. 'I’lien came the power 
h.om of Arkwright, which revolutionised the 
Miaiiulactures of England, and laid the foundation 
of that wonder-working iiidiistrv whieh sends il.s 
piodiictions to all parts uf the habitahle globe. 
Only thirty years have elapsed since George 
8levenson demou.strateil the |Hiwei aud speed 
ot his locomotive, the Rocket, upon thu Liver- 
pool and .Manehe*ler raili'uail. How many VBars 
since the first rude steamboat, the Cla'refnout, 
started up the Hudson, amid the jeering remarks of 
u crowd who could not comprehend the genius of 
Fiilfon” A’et we have become so accustomed lo see- 
ing the fioatiiig palaces upon our rivers that we 
seldom revert to the period when a steamboat was 
Considered a splendid triumph of mechanical in- 
geuiiity. Magnificent .steamships cross the .At- 
lantic regularly; yet there is an eminent savau 
now living who demonstrated, to his own satis- 
faction, that it would be impossible to cross the 
ocean in vessels propelled by steam, because they 
could not carry sufficient coal for the voyage; 
but all the achievements of this extraordinarv era ■ 
are IIS nought when compared with the telegraph. 
This caliiug down the lightuings from heaven to 
llash iutelligencu from post to post, through re- 
gious of more than a thousand miles in extent, 
and finally from continent to continent, along the 
unfathomed depths of the sea, is a conception so 
danug. and attended with consequences so mo- 
lucntuus, that the mind is lost in mingled amaze- 
ment and admiration at the might of that genius 
and the indomitable energy uf that will which 
enables man to perform .such wonders. If, in 
contemplating the glories of the heavens, we are 
humiliated at the apparent insignificance of men, 
mere atoms in comparison with the gran- 
deur of the universe, we experience a far aiffer- 
eiit sentiment when we regard the vast capacity 
uf that intelligence which renders this atom “but 
little lower than the angels.” Young as we are 
as a nation, our list of inventions will not only 
e<(ual but surpass those of the most ingenius peo- 
ple of the old world. In the national patent of- 
fice we observe the range American genius has 
taken. There we find contrivances which facili- 
tate every branch of manufactures, and ocoasion- 
ally a half dozen ditleront machines to accom- 
plish the same purpose, from the most ponderous 
engines to those which will execute work of ex- 
treme delicacy and exquisite fiuish. Our mechan- 
icians have omitted nopointef construction. The 
Iccomotive is an English invention, but the im- 
proved engines of our machinists may be found 
upon the railways of Russia and South America. 
The cotton gin is’ the work of our own Whitney; 
the steamboat is due to Fulton and to Fitch; the 
telegraph has covered the name of an American 
with glory. The laying of the Atlantic cable was 
carried through to a splendid suoceaa by an Amer- 
ican who invented, aud devised, improved paving 
out machinery. At the great industrial exhibi- 
tion which was held in I^ondon in IS51, it was no- 
ticed that the department appropriated to the 
United States was scantily supplied with showy 
articles, but the British press aid us the Juatioe to 
say that McCormick’s reaping machine was an 
invention of more practical advantage to the 
world than any other article in that magnificent 
display. It is unnecessary to particularize furth- 
er; su'flica it to say that America has attained to a 
rank among nations as eminent in mechanics, 
and that which we have not done is only that 
which we have not attempted to do. It la not 
vain boasting to say that there remains but 
two grand problems for the inventors of 
this age - these are the application of electricty 
as a motive power and the navigation of the air. 
That genius which has already performed so 
mauy admirable achievnients, has made many 
successful experiments towards effecting their so- 
lution. We need not desire to travel faster than 
ia now possible by means of the locomotive. A 
mile a miunte would seem fast enough for our 
very fast people. The great result to be bopcsl 
for from an electrical motive power is the cheap- 
ening of force. From the day that we witness 
the completion of a powerful electrical engine, 
Slid its practical operation in our factories, foun- 
dries, and upon our railroads, wo may anticipate 
a great indnatrial revolution. At preseot, the 
manufacturing supremacy of Englaud is chiefly 
baaetl upon the abundance of her coal and iron. 
The electric engine will diminish the importance 
of both, and enable States which have neither, to 
engage in industrial production. The expose of 
fuel will not be as it is now, a principal item in 
estimating the capacity of a people to manufac- 
ture. The lightning will beeome our sea-horse, 
our mighty worker in the factory, our miller, aad 
swill aa a flash will be the song of tbe world. 
And if tbe success of the electric connection with 
Europe has proclaimed to the ear of the philoso- 
pher tbe beppnning of that end which is the goal 
of theChistian’s hope, what mi»d shall doubt? 
When not onlv shall this subtle minister of onr 
will send its iMble voice in trembling monosyl- 
lables through the trackless deep, but o’er its 
boundless bosom shall propel myriads of messen- 
gers, scattering tbe blessings of peace to every 
land. When this invisible mass, that moves 
through space with measured steps to the music 
of the spheres, sbail no longer bang aa atom of 
tbe universe, but catching vitality mm this en- 
ergising spirit, it shall acknowledge the control of 
an earth-pervading and nnitisM intelliMnoo, 
which shall govern with nllthe gentleness 0? vir- 
tue and vigor of reason- 

Tbe navigation of the air has engaged the at- 
tention of tho ingenious ever since Mongolfler 
demonstrated the practicability of ascending to 
tho donds in balloona. When it was aaoertained 
that man could thus soar far away from oarth, ef- 
forts were made to control tbe balloon ao aa to 
direct it to any gives point of the compass; the 
various laws which govern tho different cnirenta 
of the air were atudied, and muoh information 
tending to success has been acquired. There re- 
mains, however, tbe discovery of propelling and 
steering powers to make tbe air ahip available for 
practioM purposes, and at present some of the 
most ingenious intellects are oevoted to the sofation 
of this problem, which will be tbe crowning foal 
of tbe nineteenth century. To many, those pro- 
jects may seem chimeried— that tksj *Fe the spnai 
fatui of a defective brain, or the mvings of n de- 
luded enthusiast. 

In thia, aa in all ages, it baa been tbe fate of 



tbe benefactors of tbe race to contend against 
■ueb ills. Tbe idea of the locomotive was laughed 
out of the British Parliament, and unmercifully 
ridiculed by the press. \V hen a memorial was 
first presented to Congress in reference to laying 
tbe Atlantic cable, not one voice was heard to 
commend or urge that great scheme; it was re- 
gardetl as visionary, yet now we can converse 
with the ends of the earth, and ere long upon the 
wings of tho wind ;we will fly to its nttermoat 
parts. The word impossible is not in the vocabn- 
lary of the age. The vovage of months and 
weeks will become that of days and hours. In a 
day we] shall cross tbe Atlantic ocean, or in 
seven stand upon tbe plains of Shinar, or the 
waterless desert.* of Africa. There are men who 
deny tho possibility of every invention, who regard 
it as an innovation, who would lock the wbeG of 
progress. In vain mav you describe tbe advanta- 
ges which resnlt to society, to man, in every con- 
dition of life. Alike they dispute, thev deny, the 
tmthof experiment and expenence. In vain de- 
monstrate that that invention which will econo- 
mise human toil and cheapen tbe coat of produc- 
tion, though it mar cause immediate aistress 
among those who are* temporarily deprived of em- 
ployment in the end will prove beneficial to a 
community — that the invention of tbe power-loom 
greatly increases the facility of manufacturing 
cotton and woollen goo<ls, and consequently cheap- j 
en the coat of clothing, yet they insist that it is 
^tler that tve should pay double the coat of cloth- 

ing that more factory hands may be employed j 

that the invention of the reaping and thrMhing j 
iniicntnc will Uiminiiih lh6 of ftsriculturiil 

, production while they increase its extent Thev 
i answer that it is belter that a few farm hands 
should be employed to wield the flail or swing the 
sythe, then we should all have cheap bread To 
these men we can but say, croak on; tbe world has 
not time to listen; the sound of vour voice is 
lost amid the hum of machinery, anil the increas- 
ing din of progress. 

But u{)on the young men more especially does 
the manifest destiny of our country depend. To 
them the lives of inventors must 'afford instruc- 
tive examples, the natient pursuit of a .single aim 
under every difficulty, the calm endurance of the 
ills of poverty, and the jeers of the prejudiced and 
unthinking; the steady maintainance of profound 
conviction upon a certmn point, though the learned 
and unlearned write to prove the inventor's hope 
is delusive, constitute a genuine heroism whi^ 
is often exhibited by the fraternity of ingenious ' 
and devoted men. I 

I have alluded to Stevenson, the collier, who I 
I fought the battle of the locomotive against all 
England, who created the science of railroad en- j 
[ gineering, and who became the honored gtiest of 
princes. Thecareerofthat man furnishes a lesson 
of what may be accomplished by indomitable ■ 
will, though the want of mean.*, of education, and 
of intfuential friends, may hamper all the ener- 
gies. He never claimed the poaaesaiou of genius, 
but he perscveretl where others would have 
been daunted ; and his constant counsel to young 
men was comprised in that one word— persevere. 
He observed, upon one occasion, that he construct- 
ed a successful locomotive, “because he was al- = 
ways thinking about it,” and when he had accom- ; 
plisbed his task and wa.s satisfied of tbe magni- I 
tuJe of the achievement, he permitted neither nd- 
icule nor obloquy to compel him lo abandon one 
jot or tittle of his grand idea. But we need not ' 
Wk abroad for an illustration of the same quail- ^ 
ties which made Ktevensuii a benefactor of his ; 
race. Fulton’s struggles were long and severe be- 
fore bis great work was completed, and he re- 
ceived the congratulations of his cuiintrvmen. 

Kemeinber for how many years poor Fitch waged 
the same war against prejudice and povertv.be- 
fore he sank, under the weight of the conflict, to 
that repose which all must sink upon the broad 
earth’s iuiiet breast. Xo monument marks the 
spot. He a.sked none. His only request, when 
dying, was that he should belaid'upon the margin 
of the beautiful Ohio, where, xs the majestic steam- 
er plowed its gently flowing waters, its sound 
might reach his grave. Morse labored for years, I 
under the greatest difficulties, before he 'could 
obtain sufficient means to put the first i 
telegraph wire iu practical o{K:ration. His genius ! 
has received a tardy recognition at a Parisian 
Conference of European powers, yet he has b^n 
rewarded, and with renown more brilliant anti 
lasting than that of any hero of ancient or moileru 
lime. .Ages may roll on, and the finger of decav * 
mark in dissolving characters the doom of nations, ; 
and of states, but the laurels of his fame are eii! ! 
twined u|kiii the lightning’s wing, and his eternal ' 
anthem boriie to distant climes upon the far ot) 
roll of retreating thunder .Such uieti are Ihe 
hero«*s of j>eace, who.se brows are w'reuthed with 
laurels purer than any won ii|m>i) the hattle-fiehl. j 
They are the heroes »>f humanity, whose victories 

always enure tii the atlvaiitage of the ra»;e. 

Though no niarhle .slab, nor statelv column mav 
Iierpetuate Ihe memory of those on oailh who 
strove so much to fometit it while living, their 
immortality sliall rt*sl ujHin a more emiiiring 
bo-sis, for wherever the hum of human industry 
extends t* the last syllable of recorded time, shall I 
their prai.se echo; for each siiccee<ling meeting as ' 
we have here this evening, shall he"bul the na j 
liiral Celebration of their glory. 

I cannot refrain fnmi cougraiiilating you, Mr. 
President, and those as.sooiated with voii, under 
whose auspices this Institute has Uvn .so .success- i 
fully uoudiiPted. The beneficial intiueiice result- 1 
iiig from such exhiliilions as this, promotes Ihe 
general prosperity of the coiiiilrv. They stimu- 
late a spirit of einnlatioii among those engageil in 
mechanical pursuits, and freshen their interest in 
their daily toil.

Stracc**, September 15.— The Democratic Con- 
vention wus called to order by Peter Cagger, who 
nominated Horatio Sejmonr for teraporarr chair- 
man. Before proceeding to a ballot, the'eonven- 
tion commenoed aettling the conteated seats, when 
Elijah F. Purdy's name was called. His Beat was 
contested, and air. Purdy exclaimed, “Let me 
see the man who cuntests it.” Fernando Wood 
replie,!. “I hare the Hour, and will yield to no 
man." No coute»tatil appeared. The other con- 
tested aeaU weer fiettled, und the coiiventiou pro- 
ceeded to the choice of President, when Horatio 
.Seymour was elected President amid much entbu- 
aiasm. He addres.sed the convention in a speech 
of great length. 

A long debate occurred on the motion to admit 
one-half of each of the two lists of delegates from 
New York City. 

Mr. Purdy made a motion to refer the question 
to the committee on contested aeata. The debate 
was renewed on this motion, and there was at 
times quite an excitement. The motion to refer 
finally prevailed by a vote of 64 to 2S. 

Fernando Wood moved for a call of the ah- 
seuteea, but waa called to order by Emanuel Hart, 
on the ground that the ex-Mayor ' wa.s not a mem- 
ber of tiie courentioD.

I.XAVXKWOBTH, s^pt. 12.— The Pike’a peak gold 
excitement is a pefect mania in this place. Two 

companies left for the gold reirion last week. 

A large organizetl company, with General Lari- 
mer aud Judge Hemingray' bankers, at its head,

•ari for wintering in the mountains and raining 
in the spring. Reports from the diggings con- 
tinue dattering. ° 

bT. Louts, Sept. l.l. — Prominent gentlemen from 
the M est fully corroborate the statements reintiye 
to existing rich gold diggings in the region of 
Pike's peak. A company of one hundred persons 
left Kansas City on Monday last, and other com- 
panies are being formed in nearly all towns in the 
Territory and along the Missouri riyer. I.saac 
Eaton, of the Kansas Stage Company, arrived 
here yesterday for the purpose of buying mules 
and making necessary arrangements' to extend 
tbe stage line from Fort Riley to Pike’s Peak. 

From the Plains. 

Ixuepkxuk.\ck, Sept. 12. —The New Mexican 
mail, with dates of the 2-3d ult., has arrived. 

Capt. .McLean, who reached Santa Fe on the 20th, 
reported that no doubt a battle had been fought 
between the command of Major Brooks and tho 
Navajoe Indians. The Indiana heretofore declar- 
ed they would not tight, and in ca-^e of their re- 
fusal, the Major intended to burn and destroy their 
wheat and corn fields, which, if done, would 
doubtless cause collision between them and the 
troops. The ludians hare offered Major Brooks 
several thousand sheep and one thousand ponies 
to indemnify him for tbe loss of his negro. 

The Santa Fe Oarette, ir. along article, attempts 
to justify the Indians in their conduct. 

Col. Samner’s command passed Walnut Creek, 
moving slowly. No Indians were seen on the 
plains; grass still good. 

Maine Election. 

PoitTLAXn. Sept. 15. — Morrell, Republican can- 
didate for Governor, has been re-elected by eight 
or nine thousand raaiority. Mr. French (llepub.) 
has been elected to Congress from the third dis- 
trict by a tritiing majority, and not Mr. Johnson, 
as the first returns seemed to indicate. The dele- 
gation consequently continues all Republican. 

Baxcob, Mb., Sept 15.— The returns from 191 
towns gives Morrill, the Republic.iu candidate for 
Gorernor, 37, 222, while the opposition is 30,89s. 
This indicates that the Republican majority wil 
be nearly 10,000. 

Tbc election of Ezra B. French, in the third 
Congressional district, and of Stephen C. Porter, 
in the sixth district, is now rendered certain. 



Baltinjobe, Sept. 15-A fire occurred this morning 
in the United States customhouse, causing damage 
amounting to about $10, OOO. A number of valu- 
able papers in tbe otHceof the naval officer were 
destroyed and the building Hooded with water. 

Later . — The tire commenced before daylight, 
having caught accidentally from the lamp of a 
watcLman in the messenger’s room. It burned 
out several of the offices with the valuable statis 
ticiil records of the exitorts and imports at this 
noi’t. The damage to the building is considar.i- 
ble, and the fatal Toss it is thought tvill reach 
$40,000. 

From St. Louis. 

St. Lons, September 15. — The first auuiversaiy 
of the .Steam Fire Department was celebrated 
yesterday by a grand parade of all the engine;', 
seven in number, and a trial e.vhibition ofearii 
engine. The average time of raising steam wu.s 
SIX minutes, and the average distance thrown 
through one hundred feet of hose, inch and u 
quarter nozzle, was two hundred and thirty feet. 
With the exception of one of these engines, 
they are all of Latta’s patent and of the same 
class. The whole aff.ur was very creditable, 
botli to tho Department and tbe city.

Wasuixgtox, Sept. 15.— It is understood that 
Gen. Denver has resigned tbe Governorship uf 
Kansas, to take cflvct in tbe course of a few 
weeks.
